Explanatory Memorandum explaining the reasons for giving 
retrospective effect to the amendments 

Under rules 5 of the Central Civil Services (Temporary 
Service) Rules, 1965 as it stood before the above amend- 
ments, services of a temporary Government servant who is 
not in quasi-permanent service were liable to termination 
at any time by notice in writing given either by the Gov- 
ernment servant to the appointing authority or by the ap- 
pointing authority to the Government servant, the period 
of suen notice being one month. Under the proviso to 
that rule, the service of such Government servant could be 
terminated by the appointing authority forthwith by pay- 
ment to him of a sum equivalent to the amount of his 
pay plus allowances for the period of the notice at the 
samo rates at which he was drawing them immediately 
before the termination of his service or, ns the case may 
be, for the period by which such notice felt short of one 
month. The intention ol this rule ever since the commen- 
cement of the Central Civil Services (Temporary Service) 
Rules, 1965 (1-5-1965) had been that if the services of a 
temporary employee were terminated wiLh immediate effect 
he had to be given his pay and allowances in lieu of 
notice. It was not the intention that the payment should 
be simultaneous (i.e. forthwith) with the serving of the 
order of termination of services. The Supieme Court, 
however, in its judgment in Senior Superintendent RMS, 
Cochin and Another versus K.V. Gopinath, Sorter (AIR 
1972 S.C, 1487) while interpreting the proviso to rule 5(11 
of the Central Civil Services (Temporary Service) Rules, 
1965 came Lo the conclusion that the said proviso did not 
"lend itself to the interpretation that the termination of 
services becomes effective as soon as the order is served 
irrespective of the question as to when payment due to 
him is to be made", relying upon the meaning of the plain 
words of the rule, namely, "termination forthwith by pay- 
ment to the Government Servant”. 

As already stated, the intention of the rub; had been that 
a temporary employee whose sei vices are terminated forth- 
with should not be deprived of his pay and allowances for 
Ihe period of notice of one month or for the period for 
which the notice fell short of one month and not that the 
payment should he made simultaneously with the order of 
termination, It, therefore, become necessary lo make thii 
intention dear in unambiguous- teims. This was done by 
promulgating the Central Civil Services (Temporary Ser- 
vice) Amendment Rules, 1972. Under this amendment, 
while a Government servant whose services tire terminated 
forthwith tinder the aforesaid rules would get his pay and

AWARD 

This is a complaint by Shri Bhag Singh, work- 
man whose grievance is that during the pendency be- 
fore this Tribunal of Reference No. 2/C of 1971 in which 
he was concerned, his services were un-luwfully terminated 
by the respondent management, which must consequently be 
held to have contravened Section 33 of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 

The complainant was appointed as Bcldar on Beas Sutlej 
Link Project. It is claimed by him that he performed his 
duties satisfactorily upto 11-4-1973, that the next day was 
his rest day and the following day, i.e., 13th April, 73 was 
a holiday. According to his averments he fell sick on 
14-4-73 and remained under treatment of a local private 
doctor at Sundernagar upto 22-4-1973 and that when return- 
ed to duty on 23-4-73, he submitted an application Ext. C/1, 
to the S.D.O. praying for leave for the period of his absence 
but instead of the same being sanctioned to him he was 
treated to have voluntarily abandoned service in terms of 
the Standing Orders as applicable to the workman at this 
Project. The management in its written reply denied that 
the complainant was entitled to rest on 12-4-1973 as alleged 
by him though it is admitted that 13th April, 73 was a 
field holiday. The right of the workman to avail of the 
general holiday on 13-4-73 is denied 011 the ground that he 
was absent both on 12-4-73 and 14-4-73, i.e., on the preced- 
ing and succcding days. It is in this manner that the manage- 
has worked out the total continuance absence of the workman 
for more than 10 days and treated him as having voluntarily 
resigned his job. On the pleadings of the parties, two 
issues were framed with their consent, The preliminary 
issue was not pressed, In regard to the issue on merits, 
the complainant himself went into tho witness box as A.W. 1. 
He reiterated that from 14th to 22nd April, 1973 ho was 
lying ill in his private quarter at Sundernagar because of 
some wounds on his feet stated to have been caused on 
account of use of the gum shoes. He produced a medical 
certificate, copy whereof is Ext. C/1. Tt is by one Hakim 
Tirlok Singh Gyani registered Unani Medical Practitioner. 
The statement of the complainant has not been contradicted 
by the management except that in his cross-examination an 
attempt was made to establish by producing his leave ac- 
count and the various applications made by him from time 
to time that the workman was in the habit of remaining 
absent without prior leave though it is equally admitted 
that the management always sanctioned the leave. I do 
not think that any advantage can he taken of the previous 
conduct of the workman when the management itself never 
declined to grant him leave in similar situation. Another 
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significant fact is that Shri Rattan Lai, authorised represen- 
tative of the management has in his deposition as R.W. 1, 
admitted that the workman would be entitled to the rest for 
12th April, 1973 and that 13th April, 1973 was a festival 
holiday, Ext. C/4 is the workman’s time card and in this 
he is shown as entitled to rest on 5th of April, 1973. The 
next rest day would fall after a week and it is conceded 
by Shri RHltan Lai that it would be 12th. Tn such a situation 
the plea of the management in written statement was patent- 
ly untenable. In the course of argument, Shri Rattan Lai 
had no answer to the contention of the opposite party that 
if 12th were taken to be rest day for the complainant the 
period of continuous absence would not run into 10 days 
and the provisions of the Standing Orders on which the 
management relies could not be attracted. What appears to 
have happened is that when the workman returned to duty 
after illness on 23-4T973, the S.D.O. without carrying to 
examine that the Standing Orders were not attracted and pre- 
sumably in view of the previous conduct of the workman in 
taking leave without prior sanction struck off his name from 
the rolls on the plea that he (workman) must be deemed 
to have absented for 10 days and, therefore, to have volun- 
tarily abandoned service. I am satisfied that the termina- 
tion of services of the complainant was wholly unjustified 
and he deserves to be reinstated from the date his services 
were terminated so as to entitle him to continuity of ser- 
vice. In my oninion, it is a fit case where the workman is 
entitled to full back wages as well.

A dispute arose between the workmen of Betas Sul lie i Link 
Project. Sundcrnagar represented by Beas Sutlej Link Work- 
ers Union and the management about a claim for free 
supply of summer and winter uniforms to the employees 
engaged on Tugs and Bruges. It appears that the cmployeis 
and the workmen jointly applied to the Central Govern- 
ment for reference of the alleged dispute to an Industrial 
Tribunal. The Central Government in consequence of the 
joint agreement between the parties and being satisfied that 
the aforesaid union represented the majority of the work- 


men involved in the dispute referred as per notification 
dated 29th November, 1973 published in the Gazette of 
India, the following matter to this Tribunal for adjudica- 
tion: 


Whether the employees engaged on Tugs and Barges at 
Beas Sullej Link Project, Sundcrnagar (HP) are 
entitled to free supply of summer and winter uni- 
forms? If so, at what scales and from what 
dates? 

Claim statement was filed on behalf of the workmen 
wherein it is asserted that about 100 of them are working 
on Tugs and Barges and they have to perform their duties 
in the water transport in Sutlej river between Bhakra Darn 
and Slappar. It is avered by them that the staff in the 
course of their duties of transport in river arc exposed to 
inclemencies of weather both in winter, summer and rainy 
seasons and that it is necessary that they should be provid- 
ed proper uniforms to protect them from such hazards. A 
mention is made in the claim statement that at one time 
the Chief Engineer was inclined to supply them uniforms 
but somehow or other the proposal did not finalize. The 
management in its written reply raised a preliminary ob- 
jection to the effect that the persons employed on Tugs and 
Barges were not covered under the definition of ‘workman’ 
as given in the Industrial Disputes Act and the instant re- 
ference, therefore, was bad in law and without jurisdiction. 
On merits, it has been pleaded by the management that 
the latter could not be compared to private or commercial 
undertakings so as to compel them to provide uniforms. 
Demand of the workmen is. according to the management, 
un-reasonable. The claim is resisted also on the ground 
that if tbe same is allowed it will have wider repercussions 
all over the projects in the Northern Region. Pleadings of 
the parties led to the following issues: — 


Preliminary issue ; 

Whether the instant reference is bad in law ana 
without jurisdiction for the reasons stated in para 
1 of the preliminary objections, wherein it is urged 
that the employees engaged in Tugs and Barges at 
Beas Sutlej Link Project do not fall within 
the category of ‘workman’ as defined in the In- 
dustrial Disputes Act, 1947 ? 


On merits : 

(1) Whelher the employees engaged on Tugs and Bar- 
ges at Beas Sullej Link Project, Sundcrnagar arc 
entitled to free supply of summer, winter uni- 
forms? 


(2) If issue No. (I) is found against the management 
and for the workmen, uniforms are to be supplied 
with what details and from what date ? 


The authorised representative of the management appear- 
ing as R.W. 1 tendered in support of the preliminary issue 
a list of work-charge staff, Ext. R/l, and stated that those 
mcnlioncd at S. No. 1 to 5, 8, 13, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 
22 and 63 were holding supervisory posts and, therefore, 
could not be treated as workmen. The witness could not 
give any reason or enumerate duties from which an infe- 
rence could be drawn that work done by them was only 
of supervisory nature. As a matter of fact, it was an 
half-hearted attempt on the part of the management to vin- 
dicate their stand in respect of preliminary issue which had 
no substance. Shri G. K. Singh, A.W. 1 is an Asstt. 
Foi email Spccial-cum-Tugmastcr. II is deposed by him 

that the Tugmaster is like captain of a ship and that no 
doubt responsibility of men and material lies on a Tugmas- 
ter but in the absence of Helmnsman, Tugmaster has even 
to oil the engine, clean the tug or the boat as the case may 
be. Shii Devinder Kumar A.W. 2 is Foreman Misccllance- 
ous who belongs to the class of employees entrusted with 
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a duty of steering the tugs and barges. He has stated in 
unequivocal terms that no supervisory work is entrusted to 
him except that he has also to look to the working of the 
other staff on the tugs and barges and management did not 
cross-examine him in this regard. I.almnn, A .IV. 3 is a 
Boatman for the last 6 years. A boatman hardly draws 
Rs. 200 per month and it uniforms are necessary Lor effi- 
cient discharge of duties and to protect the workmen against 
hardships of weather it is difficult for such a class to have 
the uniforms made from their own funds. Brij Bhushan, 
A.W. 4 is a mechanic-cum-engine operator. It is deposed 
hy him that nature of duty is such that his clothes get 
smeathered with oil. It is beyond dispute that he has to do 
oiling and cleaning. Shri Mohinder Singh Tuggar A.W. 3 
tendered in evidence a copy, Ext. A/1, of letter dated 
29-3-1970 by w'hich he moved the Executive Engineer for 
uniforms. The reply by the Executive Engineer is Ext. 
A/2 and that of Superintending Engineer is Ext. A/3, The 
Executive Engineer stated that the matter of supply of uniforms 
was already under consideration with the Superintending Engi- 
neer. The Superintending Engineer as is clear from Ext. 
A/3 was keen to supply uniforms but approval from higher 
authorities could not be had. The contents of these letters 
leave no room for doubt that the Executive Engineer and 
Superintending Engineer did appreciate the need for pro- 
viding uniforms but the Chief Engineer unfortunately put 
his foot. The evidence led by the management is of Shri 
R. K. Kapur, S.D.O., R.W. 2. The reason of refusal to 
provide uniforms to the operators of tugs and barges, ac- 
cording to this witness, is the non-cxistcnce of any rules. 
When asked as to why the uniforms were being provided, 
to truck drivers and cleaners, his answer is that it is neces- 
sary to do so under the Punjab Motor Vehicles Rules and 
that truck drivers have also to attend to the repairs of the 
vehicles. The other witness produced by the management is 
Shri Rattan Lai, R. W. 3, who is their Personnel Officer as 
well. What is stated by him is that he was Asstt. Labour 
Commissioner, Calcutta for some time where he was. dealing 
with ports and docks and that he did not come across any 
settlement or award by which uniforms were allowed to the 
operators of tugs and barges. He had however to admit 
that uniforms to such class of employees might be supplied 
by foreign companies who operate tugs and barges. 

A perusal of the entire evidence referred to above con- 
vince me that the uniforms arc being withheld from the 
employees engaged on tugs and barges without any justi- 
fication and at any rate no evidence has been produced 
from which any justification could be spelled out. There 
Is no manner of doubt that those working on tugs and bar- 
ges have to be exposed to the hardships of weather includ- 
ing rains in the course of their duties while taking trans- 
port through the river. A little shelter that is provided in 
these barges may not be sufficient protection and, more- 
over, in cold weather it is bound to be more chilly and a 
erson travelling with not sufficient clothing in a tug or a 
arge is likely to work under a feeling of great discomfort, 
The wages of these employees are not enough in these 
days of nigh price like (o leave any spare money with them 
to have enough clothing for protecting them against an 
inclement weather. No cognct reasons have been given by 
the management for non-supply of uniforms to this 
class of employees and, as a matter of fact, the local autho- 
rities hy which I mean Executive Engineer and Superintend- 
ing Engineer were even favourably inclined at one time. A 
worker has to maintain his family as well when in these 
days it is difficulty for him to keep his own body and soul 
together. It is in my opinion a negation of social justice to 
put an extra financial burden on him if he has to be pro- 
tected against Ibc vagaries of the weather though he is act- 
ing in the discharge of his duties towards ihc employers. T, 
therefore, direct that the management will provide one win- 
ter uniform in two years and two summer uniforms in a 
year to the employees on tugs and barges w.e.f. 1-4-1974. 
Then uniforms will b- of n pattern and quality as the con- 
cerned Superintending Engineer thinks to be proper.

Explanation: — -The period permissible on transfer mentioned 
against items (iv), (v) and (vii) of the Table shall count from the 
date of relinquishing charge plus the period of leave, if any 
sanctioned to and availed of by the officer before joining duty to 
the new office. 

(3) Where a residence is retained under sub-rule (2) the 
allotment shall be deemed to be cancelled on the expiry of the 
admissible concession: 1 period unless immediately on the expiry 
thereof the officer resumes duty in the eligible office. 

(4) An officer who has retained the residence by virtue of the 
concession under item (i) or item (ii) of the Table below sub- 
rule (2) sh ill, in re-employment in the eligible office within the 
period specified in the said Table, be entitled to retain that 
residence and he shall also be eligible for any further allotment 
of residence under these rules :

Provisions relating to licence fee S.R. 317-AL 9: 

(1) Where an allotment of accommodation or alternative 
accommodation has been accepted, the liability for licence fee 
shall commence from the date of acceptance. 

(2) An officer who, after acceptance, fails to take possession 
of that accommodation within eight days from the date of re- 
ceipt of the allotment order, shs.II be charged licence fee from 
such date upto a period of one month or upto the date of re- 
allotment of accommodation, whichever is earlier.

Personal liability of the officer for payment of licence 
fee till the residence is vacated and furnishing of 
surety by temporary officers — S.R. 317 — AL— 10: 

(1) The officer to whom a residence has been allotted 
shall be personally liable for the licence fee thereof and for 
any damage beyond fair wear and tear caused thereto or to 
the furniture, fixtures or fittings or services provided therein 
by Government during the period for which the residence has 
been and remains allotted to him, or where the allotment 
has been cancelled under any of the provisions in these 
rules, until the residence alongwith the out-houses appurtenant 
thereto have been vacated and full vacant possession thereof 
has been restored to Government. , 

(2) Where the officer to whom a residence has been allot- 
ted is neither a permanent or a quasi-permanent Govern- 
ment servant, he shall execute a security bond in the form 
prescribed in this behalf by the Central Government with a 
surety who shall be a permanent Government servant serv- 
ing under the Central Government, for due payment of 
licence fee and other charges due from him in respect of 
such residence, and services and any other residence pro- 
vided in lieu. 

(3) If the surety ceases to be in Government service or 
becomes insolvent or withdraws his guarantee or ceases 
to be available for any other reason, the officer shall fur- 
nish a fresh bond executed by another officer (surety) 
within thirty days from the date of his acquiring knowledge 
of such event or fact and if he fails to do so, the allotment 
of the residence to him shall unless otherwise decided by 
the Estate Officer be deemed to have been cancelled with 
effect from the date of that event. 

Surrender of an allotment and period of notice — 

S.R. 317— AL— 11: 

An officer may at any time surrender an allotment by 
giving intimation so as to reach the Estate Officer at least 
ten days before the date of vocation of the residence. The 
allotment of the residence shall be deemed to be cancelled 
with effect from the eleventh day after the day on which the 
letter is received by the Estate Officer or the date specified 
in the letter, whichever is later. If the officer fails to give 
due notice he shall be responsible for payment of licence 
fee for ten days or the number of days by which ■ the notice 
given by him falls short of ten days unless the Estate Offi- 
cer accepts the notice for a shorter period. 

Change of residence — S.R. 317— AL — 12: 

(1) An Officer to whom a residence has been allotted 
under these rules may apply for a change to another resi- 
dence of the same type. Not more than one change shall 
be allowed in respect of one type of residence allotted to 
the officer.

Slate Insurance Corporation for the year 1969-70 Is hereby published. 


1. Introduction 

1 . 1 . The experiment of replacing the benefit file system of payments at the Local Offices of the Corporation by the ledger system 
which began in a small way last year, continued to work successfully during the year. Encouraged by the results, the Ledger System 
was introduced on a more extensive scale and had been adopted in 178 Cash Payment Offices iti tho country as at the close of the finan- 
cial year. The Teller System is also being introduced successfully in some Local Offices as a further experiment in speedier payment 
of claims. 

The Committee set up by the Corporation during the year to review its financial position recommended a ceiling of Rs. 50/ per 
employee on medical care to be shared by the Corporation in the existing cost-sharing ratio, which was adopted by the Corpora- 
tion during the year under report on experimental basis for a period of one year. This step is intended to rationalise expenditure on 
medical benefit. 

1 . 2 . This year also witnessed the extension of the E. S. I. Scheme to cover 7,700 insured persons employed in 4 additional 
areas in the State of Uttar Pradesh, Maharashtra and Kerala. Details will be found later in the Report.

26 . Attendances at dispensaries and hospitals and home visits (Appendix IX) 

26.1. Statistics relating to(a) the attendances perannum per 1000 insured personsand also per 1000 family (insured person) Units, 
(b) the number of home visits in respect of insured persons and families and (c) the number of cases (i) admitted in hospitals and (ii) referred 
for specialist investigations in respect of insured persons are given in this Appendix. These figures are based on returns furnished 
primarily by the dispensaries and panel practitioners. For working out the rates of medical attendances, the number of insured persons/ 
family (insured person) units attached to the reporting dispensarios/clinics only arc deemed to be “exposed”. 

26.2. During the year underreport, the All India rate of new attendances per 1000 insured persons decreased from 3,665 in 1968-69 
to 3,316; the number of old attendances per 10O0 insured persons has also registered a decrease from 8,362 in 1968-69 to 7,370. This year 
the proportion of old attendances to new has been 2. 23 as against 2.28 experienced in 1968-69. This indicates, prima-l'acic, that the period 
requiring medical tractment may have been comparatively smaller. The incidence of sickness as measured by the rate of new attendances 
has also slightly decreased. 

26.3. The All-Tndia rate of new attendances per 1000 Family Units decreased from 3,849 in 1968-69 to 3,520; the number of old 
attendances per 1000 family units has also registered a fall from 7,881 in 1968-69 to 7,585, The proportion of old attendances to new has, 
however, increased slightly from 2. 1 during 1968-69 to 2.2 during 1969-70 . Thus in the case of members of family of insured persons, 
there has been a slight decrease in the incidence of sickness requiring medical treatment whereas the period requiring medical treatment 
has shown a slight increase. 

26.4. The over-all State-wise incidence, during the year of the combined “New" and "Subsequent” attendances, in dispensaries, 
inrespect of insured persons (columns 2 and 3 below) and their family (columns 4& 5 below) is given below. These figures reflect broad-

26.6. Column (5) of the Appendix indicates, the number of cases admitted in hospitals and column (6), the number of cases referred 
to specialists for investigations. The total number of cases admitted in hospitals has shown an increase from 1,17,683 in 1968-69 to 1,28,417 
in 1969-70. Similarly, there is an increase in the number of cases referred for specialist investigation also. As more and more E.S.I. 
Hospitals arc being pressed into service, these services assume an increasing role. 

27. Sickness Pattern (Appendix X) 

27.1. Information on the sickness pattern for the country as a whole, expressed as the ‘number of new cases per 1000 insured per- 
sons exposed’, is indicated in this Appendix for each of the 51 cause groups, separately for the insured workers and the members of their 
family. 

27.2. The incidence rates for all cause groups taken together is lower in 1969-70, than in 1968-69 in respect of both insured persons 
and their families. For every spell in respect of an insured person, there has been this year 1 .062 fresh spells in respect of the members 
of the family of an insured person, as against 1 .050 in the year 1968-69. When it is borne in mind that as against one insured person 
there are 2 , 88 family members, the incidence of morbidity, as measured by incidence of new cases, continues to be lower among mem- 
bers of the family of the insured persons when compared with the insured persons themselves. 
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27.3, Cause-group-wisc incidence of sickness in respect of insured persons bears a close resemblance to the corresponding rates 
experienced by members of the family of insured persons for almost all the diseases listed. However, wide deviation in incidence in a very 
small number of cause-groups only, bring out in high relief the peculiar ailments to which the particular group is comparatively more 
prone.

31. Measures for control over expenditure on Medical Benefit 

31.1. The Corporation has since fixed an overall ceiling on medical care w.e.f. 1 April 1970 at Rs. 50/- per employee per annum 
including the State Government share. The ceiling will operate as the maximum limit of the shareable expenditure on medical benefit 
and the actual share of the Corporation will be proportionately less in a given year if the expenditure in a State was less than Rs. JO 
per capita in that year. If, however, the actual expenditure exceeded Rs, 50/- per capita in a State in a particular year, the excess will be 
borne exclusively by the State Government concerned without the Corporation sharing any portion thereof. 

The Corporation has also placed a ceiling on provision of equipment of E.S.I. institutions subject to a maximum limit of Rs, 3,000 
per bed which would not be counted towards the ceiling on medical care though the expenditure might be shared between the Corporation 
and the State Government in the agreed ratio. 
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31.2. The Corporation has entered into Rate Contract with some principal manufacturers of drugs for commonly used items The 

Rate Contract has been communicated to the State Governments for operation with a view to bring down the overall cost of drugs arid also 
to have uniformity in the cost structure. 6 

31.3. The State Governments have been advised to strictly follow the revised ESIC Pharmacopoeia so that the benefits accurrinc 

therefrom are maintained, b

IMPROVEMENT IN SERVICE TO INSURED PERSONS 
33. Efficiency In the working of the Local Offices 

The ledger system which was introduced to replace the benefit file system was further extended during the year under report bring- 
ing the total number of Local Offices under ledger system to 1 78. 

The ‘Teller System’ of payments has also been extended in 10 Local Olficcs on an experimental basis. The results of the limited 
experiment made so tar have been encouraging. The intention is to experiment the system in 45 Local Offices throughout the country 
for some time before a final decision is taken. 


34. Improvements in the cash benefits 

34.1. While considering the financial position of Ihe Corporation at its meetings held on 22 March 1969, the Corporation decided 
to set up a committee to examine the matter and to suggest the way and means to meet the situation. One of the recommendations of 
the Committee was that the list of diseases eligible for Extended Sickness Benefit should bo reviewed again by Medical Benefit Council 
so that diseases which do not warrant Extended Cash Benefit may be omitted from the list. This recommendation has been accepted by 
the Corporation at its meeting held on 17 September 1969. Consequently, the Medical Benefit Council in its meeting held on 24 October 
1969 again reviewed the diseases eligible for Extended Sickness Benefit, The Corporation at its meeting held on 14 Fobruary 1970; decided 
that extended Sickness Benefit will be available to Insured Persons suffering from the diseases mentioned under Groups "A*' and “B” 
hereunder in substitution of the diseases mention in Group “A” and “B” of Corporation’s Resolution of 22-3-1969; — 

Group “A” Diseases for which Extended Sickness Benefit is payable for 309 days (excluding 56 days of Sickness Benefit), Tuberculosis 
Leprosy, Mental Diseases, Malignant Disease, Paraplegia, Hemiplegia, Chronic Congestive heart failure, Immature cata- 
ract with vision 6/60 or less in the affected eye. 

Group “B" Diseases for which extended Sickness Benefit is payable for 124 days (excluding 56 days of sickness benefit), Bronchiectasis 
and lung abscess, Myocardial infaction, Parkinson’s disease. Dislocation and prolapse of inter-vertebral disc.. Aplastic 
Anaemia, Gangerenc and its scqualac due to peripheral vascular disease, Ankylosis, spondylitis, Cirrhosis of liver with 
ascites, Fracture of lower extremity, Detachment of Retina. 

34.2. In order to avoid harship and difficulty in payment of genuine but belated claims of Funeral Benefit, the Corporation at its 
meeting held on 22 March 1969, authorised the Director General to admit claims for Funeral Benefit submitted within one year instead of 
3 months as provided under Section 46 (1) (f) of the E.S.I. Act. This has further been extended by the Corporation at its meeting held 
on 14 February 1970 by authorising the Director General to admit claims for Funeral Benefit received upto twa years Instead of one year. 

34.3. During the year under report, steps were taken to implement Recommendation No. 51 of the ESIS Review Committee, 
viz., “in cases where the estimated disablement is more than 25 % , provisional payment upto 75 % of the benefit may be nude and adjusted 
later on when the award of the Medical Board is avialbc" for a period of 12 months on experimental basis. 

Accordingly, Regional Directors have been instructed to have the loss of earning capacity estimated in respect of classified injuries 
in the Second Schedule to the E.S.l. Act involving moro than 25% loss of earning capacity and effect provisional payment at 75% of the 
rate of Permanent Disablement Bcnofit until the final decision of the Medical Board is made available and accepted. 

CASH BENIFITS 
(Appendix XIII to XV) 

35. Number of cash benefit payment (Col. 4 of Appendix XIII) 

35.1. Cash Benefits are paid at the Local/Miniature/Sub-Local/Pay Offices set up by the Corporation in different areas. The 
number of such offices was about 529 on 31st March 1970 as against 509, a year earlier. 

35.2. The total number of cash benefit payments made in each State during the years 1968-69 and 1969-70 is shown in column 

4. In all, about 54.60 lakhs payments (Including 7,041 claims relating to lump-sum payments in respect of requests for commutation of 
permanent disablement claims) were effected during tho year J969-70. 7 hese wore about 2.71 lakhs more than those during the proceed- 
ing year. On the average, about 4.55 lakhs payments were effected every month as against 4.32 lakhs payments during 1968-69. The 
number of payments per employee during 1969-70 works out to 1.59 ugainst 1 .57 during 1968-69, 

36. Sickness benefit (CpIs. 3 and 6 to 8 Appendix XIII) 

36,1. As a result of the implementation of the benefit provisions of tho Scheme in new centres between 1st July 1968 and 30th 
June 1969 and also due to the increase in employment in the already implemented areas, an additional 1,23,350 employees became 
eligible for sickness benefit during the year under report. The total number of employees entitled to claim sickness benefit during 1969- 
70 is estimated at 34.31 lakhs as against 33 08 lakhs last year (vide column 3.) 
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36.2. During the year, an amount of Rs. 1,162, 26 lakhs was paid as sickness cash benefit as against Rs. 1,022. 93 lakhs in 1968- 
69. The rise is principally due to (1) the increase in the coverage and (ii) the rise in the average amount of daily rate of benefit per emplo- 


36.3. The average number of fresh spells per employee remained unchanged at 1 .01 in 1969-70; further, the average number of 
benefit days per annum per employee has shown a slight decrease from 9 . 0 in 1968-69 to 8 , 9 in 1 969-70. The amount of daily rate of bene- 
fit per employee has registered an increase from Rs. 3 . 44 to Rs. 3 . 79 due, perhaps, to an increase in the average wage rate of tho employee 
as also presumably to a shift in the incidence of sickness in relation to wage-groups. 

36.4. As in the preceding years, this year also witnessed wide variations among the States Interse in respect of incidence and dura- 
tion of sickness benefit claims. The Director General has, however, been keeping continuous watch over the duration of sickness claims 
nt various centres. The relevant statistics received at the Headquarters every month, are analysed periodically, and any abnormal varia- 
tion in the trend in any centre is taken up with the Regional Directors and Administrative Medical Officers with a view to enable them to 
take suitable and prompt remedial measures whenever necessary and wherever possible. 

37. Extended Sickness benefit (Cols. 9 and 10 of Appendix XIII) 

37.1. Insured Persons suffering from certain specified diseases e.g. tuberculosis, leprosy, mental and malignant diseases etc. (in 
all 1 5 diseases) are eligible for extended sickness cash benefit at a rate equal to full sickness bnefit rate, for a period of 309 days in addition 
to the 56 days of sickness benefit, 

37.2. For the year 1969-70 a sum of Rs. 96.32 lakhs was paid to insured persons on this account as against Rs. 93,44 lakhs in 
the previous year. The increase is accounted for by an increase in the number of claims duo to increased coverage. 

37.3. The incidence of extended sickness benefit claims expressed as the number of claims per 1000 employees exposed to risk 
and also the duration of terminated claims are shown for the year 1969-70 and 1968-69 in column 9 and 10. Both these rates have shown 
a decrease during the year. 

38. Maternity benefit (Cols- 1 1 and 12 of Appendix XIII) 

38.1. The number of women employees eligible for maternity benefit has increased from 2,36,100 in 1968-69 to 2,45,000 in 1969- 
70. The total amount paid as maternity claims was Rs. 61 . 03 lakhs, as against Rs. 47 .35 lakhs in 1968-69. The average amount of cash 
benefit per maternity claim has increased from Rs. 309 in 1968-69 to Rs. 347 and this is possibly due to au increase in the average wages 
as also to a shift in the incidence of confinement vlz-a-vlz wage group. 

38.2. The number of claims per 1000 insured women employees has increased from 64, 9 in 1968-69 to 71.8 in 1969-70 due possi- 
bly to variations In the age and marital status of the female employees. 

39. Temporary Disablement benefit (Cols. 3 to 6 of Appendix XIV) 

During the year 1969,70, the number of employees covered for disablement’ and dependants benefit was 35 . 53 lakhs as against 33 . 89 
lakhs during 1968-69 (vide col, 3). The sumpatd as temporary disablement benefit during 1969-70 was Rs. 196.16 lakhs as against 
Rs. 161.10 lakhs in 1968-69. The average number of fresh spells, the number of benefit days per anum per employee and the average 
daily benefit rate are 0.08, 1 .32 &Rs. 4. 17 respectively as against the corresponding figures of 0.07, 1.20 and Rs. 3.96 in 1968-69 
(vide cols. 4 to 6). Tho average duration per spell has decreased from 17.03 to 16.70. As in the last year, this year also recorded 
variations in different State in the incidence and duration of these claims. The incidence as also the duration of claims was high in Madhya 
Pradash, Orissa and West Bengal. 

40. Permanent Disablement benefit (Cols 7 to 10 of Appendix XIV) 

40.1. The number of fresh cases admitted during the year 1969-70 was 10,771 as against 9,373 during the previous year. The incidence 
per 1000 insured employees was 3.21 as against 2.77 in 1968-69 thus registering an increase. The States of West Bengal, Assam, Gujarat 
and Delhi have experienccce a compratively high incidence. 

40.2. The number of claimants on the Fund increased from 24,201 at the beginning of the year to 27,850 at the end (vide column 10). 
The actual amount disbursed as benefit was Rs. 178.14 lakhs (including the commuted lump-sum of Rs. 106 . 37 lakhs) as against Rs. 187. 2 
lakhs)(including the commuted amount of Rs. 112.90 lakhs) in 1968-69. 

40.3. The capitalised Value of Permanent Disablement Benefit claims in respect of fresh cases admitted during the year was 
Rs. 240.03 lakhs as against Rs. 175, 17 lakhs in 1968-69, The Permanent Benefit Reserve Fund stood at Rs. 590.94 lakhs at the close of 
the year, the corresponding amount at the beginning of the financial year being Rs. 503 . 84 lakhs. 

40.4. The number of claimants to permanent disablement benefit who have opted for receipt of commuted value in lieu of periodic 
payments had decreased from 7,485 in 1968-69 to 7,041 in 1969-70. 

41. Permanent DlsablementbenefltClaims( Appendix XV) 

41.1. Analysis of 10,717 case of permanent disablement admitted during the year was made according to (a) the main groups of 
industry and (b) the incidence of claims for 1000 employees exposed industry wise. As in the last year, the highest No. of accidents was 
recorded in ‘textiles’ followed at a distance by ’engineering’ and ‘metallic minerals’. The incidence Is rather high In ‘textiles' 'metallic mineral’ 
J transport’ and ‘engineering’ and low in ‘food beverages and tobacco’, ‘non-metallic minerals’, ‘paper and printing’ and ‘chemicals and 
chemical products’. From a comparison of the corresponding incidence for the year ’1968-69, it appears that the incidence In miscellaneous 
industries’, ‘non-mctallic minerals’ and ‘transport’ has gone up significantly this year ; incidence in ‘paper and printing’ and ’metallic 
minerals’ has, however, gone dowD. 

41.2. The average degree of permanent disablement experienced was 9.70% as against 10.35% for the last year .The largest no, of 
accidents occured in the sixth wage group i.e. between the daily wages of Rs. 4/- and Rs. 6/- 

41.3. Tho number of permanent disablement benefit cases that arose among women employees is only 138, The incidence is low 
presumably because women are not generally employed on hazardous occupations, duties, etc. 

42. Dependants’ benefit (Cols. II and 12 of Appendix XIV) 

42.1. The number of fresh claims admitted for dependants’ benefit during the year under review decreased from 331 In 1968-69 to 
301 (vide columns 11 and 12). Compared to the previous year, the incidence is lower. The total number of dependents admitted during 
the year was 838.

42.3. The amount paid as dependants’ benefit has increased from Rs. 1 7. 56 lakhs in 1968-69 to Rs. 21 . 06 lakhs in 1969-70. The 
capitalised value in respect of dependants’ benefit claims admitted during the year was Rs, 49. 79 lakhs as against Rs. 44.65 lakhs in 1968 
69. The Dependants’ Benefit Reserve Fund stood at Rs. 262.20 lakhs on 31 March, 1970 as against Rs. 221.95 lakhs on 31 March 


43. Income from Contributions 

With effect from 1-1-70, the rate of employer’s special contribution in the implemented areas has been increased from 3% to 3f % of 
the total wage bill of the employer. The rates of the other contributions continued to be same as in the previous year viz, I % of wages 
for the non-implemented areas as the employer’s special contribution and approximately 2-J% of the wages as employee’s contribution. 
The total amount collected during the year was Rs. 21 ,25,42,559/- as Employer’s Special Contribution and Rs. 15,20,48,404/- as employee’s 
contribution as against Rs. 18,42,65,198/- and Rs. 13,96,81,277/- as employer’s special contribution and employee’s contribution respectively 
collected during the previous year. 

44. Mode of collection of contributions 

The mode of collection of contributions employer's special contribution, and employee’s contribution remained un-changed. 57 
new licences were Issued during the year under report for the use of franking machine for franking contribution cards. The total number 
of licences issued till the end of the year was 586 as against 529 at the end of the last year. 

45. Inspection 

During the year under report, the progress of the Inspection work continued to be under close watch of the Headquarters Office. 
The Inspectors continued to provide guidance and training to employers and their staff in maintaining records and complying with the 
various provisions of E.S.I. Act and Regulations. 


At the end of the year, there were in all 163 Insurance Inspectors. The total number of inspections carried out during the year 1969- 
70 was 19224.

BUDGET & FINANCE 

48. Financial and accounting arrangements 

48.1. The Revised Estimates for the year 1969-70 and Budget Estimates for the year 1970-71 were adopted by the Corporation at 
its meeting held on 14 February 1970, and approved by the Central Government on 20 July, 1970. These were laid on the tables of the 
Rajya Sabha and Lok Sabha on 27 Aug. 1970 and 28 Aug. 1970 respectively. 

48.2. The audit of the accounts of the Corporation has been en trusted by the Central Government in consultation with the ComptroJlc 
& Auditor General of India, to the Accountant General Central Revenues New Delhi. The latter conducts the audit through the respec- 
tive State Accountants General acting as Sub-Audit Officers. The consolidated Audit Report Is prepared by the Accountant General, Central 
Revenues. The Consolidated Audit Report for the year 1967-68 on the accounts of E.S.I, Corporation was forwarded by the Accounts 
General, Central Revenues to the Central Goverment on 18 November 1969. The Audit Accounts for the year 1967-68 were laid on tho 
tables of the Lok Sabha and Rajya Sabha on 20 March 1970 and 24 March 1970 respectively. (The Consolidated Audit Report for the year 
1968-69 has been forwarded by the Accountant General, Central Revenues, to the Central Government vide their letter dated 20 April 
197 q and has been received in the E.S.I. Corporation on 2 May 1970. The same will be submitted to the Central Government in due course 
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49. Banking Arrangements 

Fourteen bulking accounts were opened against seven closed down during the year for the Local Offices of the Corporation with 
the branches of the State Bank of India and its subsidiaries and with United Commercial Bank.

It will be observed from the above figures that despite increase in items of general expenditure consequent upon an increase in the 
general cost of living and a rise In the rate of allowances payable to E.S.I.C. employees (the allowances per E.S.I.C. employee alone havo 
risen from Rs, 1072 in 1965-66 to Rs. 1975 in 1969-70) the performance both in terms of the number of cash benefit payments and the 
revenues collected increased progressively from year to year and was the highest in the year under Report. The ratio of administrative 
expenditure to total cost of benefits was also comparatively low during the year under report. 

Definitions of the terms ‘Employees’, 'Insured Persons’ and ‘Beneficiaries’ : 

(a) The number of ’employees’ as on a specified date is the estimated number of effective posts in the factories covered under the 
Scheme. This would broadly represent the average number of employees per day employed by the factories round about that 
date and normally may not vary significantly from the number of employees actually employed on that date. It should, how- 
ever, be noted that the actual number of persons who have occupied a particular sanctioned post during a period may be more, 
in as much as a leave reserve or badii worker may have officiated temporarily during absence, leave etc. of a regular worker. 

(b) The number of Insured persons’ on any date indicates for purposes of this Report, the number of persons who may be deemed 
to be entitled to medical benefit on such date. Further, the number of ‘insured persons’ on any day would normally be in excess 
of the number of employees’ as on that day because, under the eligibility conditions for medical benefit under Ihc Act, the per- 
sons entitled to medical benefit on any day would comprise not only the persons actually employed on that day but also the ex- 
employees, vvho by virtue of the contribution conditions during the period earlier to that would be entitled lo such benefit on that 
date. 

(c) The total number of ‘beneficiaries" on any date represents all the person who may be deemed to be entitled to medical bene- 
fit under the Scheme on that date. It comprises the ‘insured persons’ and where medical benefit has been extended to families 

of insured persons, the members of their families. The total number of the members of family of ‘insured persons, not includ- 
ing the insured person’ is arrived at by assuming an average of 2.88 member, for each 'insured person. 
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APPENDIX I 

Important decisions taken by the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation during the year 1969-70 

(i) 17 September, 1969 

1. It accepted the following major conclusions and recommendations of the Committee set up to review the financial position: 

(i) In order to put the working of the E.S.I. Corporation on a sound financial basis, the rate of Employers’ Special Contri- 
bution should be raised by 1 % i.e. from the present 3% to 4% of the total wage bill. Half of this additional amount 

i.e. 0.5% should bo kept apart in a separate fund to meet capital expenditure and out standing liabilities and the re- 
maining 0.5% should be utilized for meeting expenditure on medical benefit. The date from which this increase would 
com; into fore; would be settled by the chairman after consultation with the Employers’ representatives of the Committee. 

(ii) The overall ceiling on medical benefit should be Rs. 50 . 00 per annum per employee, including the State Governments’ 
share, This c.iling will operate as the maximum limit of the shareable expenditure on medical benefit and the actual 
share of tho Corporation will be proportionately less in a given year if the expenditure in a State was less than Rs. 50/- 
per capita in that year. If, however, the actual expenditure exceeded Rs. 50/- per capita in any State in a particular year 
the excess will be borne, exclusively by the State Government concerned, without the Corporation sharing any por- 
tion thereof. The States would be informed in advance of the amounts which they could expect. Efforts would be 
made to streamline the staff Pattern at hospitals and dispensaries and also to secure economies through the unified sys- 
tem of purchase of drugs and other supplies. 

(iii) Effort should be made to streamline expenditure on cash benefits and for this purpose the States should be requested to 
undertake greater responsibility. 

(iv) The list of diseases eligible for Extended Sickness Benefit should be reviewed again by the Medical Benefit Council so that 
diseases w neb do not wirrant extended cash benefit, may be omitted from tho list. 

(v) Family Planning incentive currently allowed by the Corporation should be discontinued. 

(vi) Tho Regional Boards and the Local Committees should be actlvised to check abuse of cash benefits in the event of strikes 
and lockouts etc. 

(vii) The State Governments should be requested to exercise further control on certification. 

(viil) Further construction may be allowed only to the extent necessary to make up any shortage within the yardstick of 4 beds 
per thousand employees as an unavoidable alternative subject to availability of funds. 

(ix) No construction should be allowed where tho minimum of 4 beds per thousand employees has been reached and the actual 
construction has not started in respect of other projects. 

(x) Reserved beds in excess of the number of beds according to the yardstick of 4 beds per thousand employees, should be 
given up forthwith. 

(xi) Where a State Government has already exceeded the limit of 4 beds per thousand employees, It may be persuaded to take 
over the excess bods for its general hospital purposes. In such a case, tho Corporation may pay the cost of construction 
upto 4 beds per thousand employees and the State Government requested to find funds for the balance. 

(xii) In cases where more beds within tho yardstick of 4 beds per thousand employees are yet to be constructed, the State 
Government may be encouraged to apply for loans if they have no resources of their own to meet the capital cost. 

2. It decided that over all ceiling on medical benefit should be Rs, 50/- per annum per employee including the State Governments’ 
shares and medical benefit may be provided or extended to the families within this limit. It is for the State Government to decide, as to 
what type of medical caro can be provided to the employees and their families within this ceiling. 

(ii) 14 February, 1970 

1. Tt approved to introduce the system of affixing of Photographs on Identity Cards & Family Identity cards on experimental basis 
in the area of Warrangal in the State of Andhra Pradesh. 

2. It approved tho merger of the Identity Card and Family Identity Card within a single card and publication of consequential 
amendments to Regulation 17 and 95-A of the E.S.I. (General) Regulations, 1950 for inviting comments. 

3. It approved tho addition of a new Regulation 52A and Form 28 so as to make it obligatory for the employers to furnish to the 
appropriate office correct information In respect of the abstention of an insured person from work for which sickness benefit or 
rmternity benefit or temporary disablement benefit has been claimed or paid. 

4. It reviewed the list of diseases eligible for extended sickness benefit and decided that with effect from 1 April 1970, extended sick- 
ness benefit will be available to insured persons suffering from diseases falling under Group A and Group B hereunder in the 
nunner laid down in the new resolution adopted in the meeting. 

GROUP 'A’ 

Diseases for which extended sickness benefit is payable for 309 days (excluding 56 days of sickness benefit) : — 

1. Tuberculosis, 

2. Leprosy. 

3. Mental Diseases. 

4. Malignant Diseases. 

5. Paraplegia, 

6. Hemiplegia. 

7. Chronic congestive heart failure. 

8. Immature cataract with vision 6/60 or less in the affected eye. 
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GROUP *B’ 

Diseases for which extended sickness benefit is payable for 124 days (excluding 56 days of sickness benefit) 

1. Bronchiectasis and lung absess. 

2. Myocardial infarction. 

3. Parkinsons’s disease. 

4. Dislocation and prolapse of intervertebral disc. 

5. Aplastic Anaemia, 

6. Gangerene and its sequalea due to peripheral vascular disease. 

7. Ankylosing spondylitis. 

8. Cirrhosis of liver with ascities, 

9. Fracture of lower extremity. 

10. Detachment of Retina. 

5. It authorised the Director General to extend the period of 3 months for submission of a claim for funeral benefit upto two years 
instead of one year as resolved by the Corporation at its meeting held on 22 march, 1 969. 

6. It decided that the ceiling of expenditure on medical care at Rs. 50/- per employee per annum should be enforced w.e.f. 1 April 
1970. 

7. It dicidid that the expenditure on provision of equipment of the Employees’ Stato Insurance Institutions subject to a maximum 
limit of Rs. 3000/- per bed might not be counted towards ceiling though the expenditure might continue to be shared between 
the Corporation and tho State Government In the agreed ratio. 


APPENDIX II 

Important decisions taken by the Standing Committee of the E.S.I. Corporation during the year 1969-70 

24 June, 1969 

1 . It was decided that each case of grant of ex-gratia payment to dependants of insured persons who die as a result of adverse 
reaction of drugs/injections would be placed before the Standing Committee for decision on merits and the ex-gratia pay- 
ment would bo from the shareable pool. 

2. The Standing Committee decided that only restricted medical care should be extended to the families of insured persons at Ma- 
durai, Vlckramasingapuram, Tuticorin (Tamil Nadu). Mariani (Assam, Suburbs of Phagwara and Kapurtbala (Punjab), Sub- 
urbs of Jullundur ana Ludhiana (Punjab), Baroda and Sural (Gujarat ) and Aurangabad (Maharashtra) for the present and 
that in future all such cases should be dealt with on their respective merits. 
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APPENDIX IU 

Important Recommendations of the Medical Benefit Council held on the 24th October, 1969, 

1. Th: Council recommended that the system of affixing of photographs of the workers on identity cards may be tried as an experi- 
mental measure in Kanpur and if possible at a small centre like Choudwar in Orissa and Warrangal in Andhra Pradesh where 
impersonation is rampant. 

2. The Council set up a sub-commlttce to go into the question of revision of yard-stick for medical and para medical staff in ihe 
E.S.I. Dispensaries. 

3. The Council decidod that as adequate facilities for Cobalt and Radium treatment at the existing important centres like Bombay, 
Calcutta, Kanpur and Ahniedabad are already available, no separate institution for these facilities need be set up under the E.S.I, 
Scheme. 

4. The Council considered the report of the Sub-Committee of the Medical Benefit Council on Norms and Standards for the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Institutions and adopted it as a guideline and ready reference material. 

5. The Council considered the report of the Sub-Committee of the Medical Benefit Council constituted for preparing the E.S.I. 
Medical Code and adopted it as a guideline for use of the Medical officers employed under the Scheme. 

6. Thr Council one; again reiterated their earlier decision that normally there should be no departure from the revised E.S.I. 
Pharmacopoeia and the few cases where the drugs are prescribed outside the Pharmacopoeia, adequate justification should be 
forthcoming and strict vigilance should be exercised by the Administrative Medical Officers in this regard to avoid frequent 
deviations from the Pharmacopoeia, 

7. The Council reviewed the existing list of diseases eligible for Extended Sickness Benefit under the E.S.I. Scheme as desired by the 
Standing Committee and recommended as under: — 

Group A : Diseases for which Extended Sickness Benefit Is payable for 309 days 

1. Tuberculosis. 

2. Leprosy. 

3. Mental Diseases. 

4. Malignant Diseases. 

5. Paraplegia. 

6. Hemiplegia. 

7. Chronic congestive heart failure. 

8. Immature cataract with vision 6/60 or less in the aficctcd eye. 

Group-B: List of diseases for which Extended Sickness Benefit Is payable for 124 days. 

1. Bronchiectasis and lung abscess. 

2. Myocardial infarction. 

3. Parkinson’s diseases. 

4. Dislocation and prolapse of inter -vertabral disease, 

5. Aplastic Anaemia.
